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Protest Against “Luxury” Tax 
by Associated Retailers Here 


HE following statement was issued by the Associated Retailers 
after a meeting at which the proposed tax on “lururies” was dis- 
cussed yesterday: 


“Probably few of the public 
realize how erroneous a burden 
of taxation certain features of 
the new revenue bill, now in the 
hands of a conference committee 
of Congress, would put upon the 
man and woman who take a na- 
tural pride in their personal ap- 
pearance and who strive also to 
keep their homes comfortable 
and pleasant. 

“Under one of the schedules in 
the new tax measure, which soon 
may be law in its present form 
unless the public protests against 
its objectionable features, many 
articles of attire, home furnish- 
ings and articles which for many 
years have been in familiar use 
not by the “idle rich’’ alone but 
by people of even modest means, 
will carry a tax which must be 
paid by the consumer at the time 
of purchase. These taxes, which 
have been termed “luxury 
inal draft the revenue bill 
taxes,’’ were included in the orig- 
which was prepared when the 
nation was preparing for a long 
war. The men who made that 
first draft not only faced the 
need of raising a huge sum of 
money to carry on the war but 
also desired to check the con- 
sumption of many articles not 
deemed of vital necessity so that 
machinery, labor and materials 
might be more quickly found 
for the manufacture of the 
things the war required. 

“Even while we were 
there was a marked difference

These taxes 
are going to prove a troublesame 
kind of taxation which will greet 
consumers at every point, for 
the retail stores will be power- 
less to do other than enforce the 
law whenever Mrs. Brown de- 
sires anything which, in the 
judgment of certain members of 
Cong she does not vitally 
need.

“The luxury taxes are not fair 
taxes because as they appear in 
the bill they show many incon- 
sistencies. For example, the 
working girl who by dint of sav- 
ing and sacrifice is able to grat- 
ify her natural longing for a lit- 
tle better quality in shoes, stock- 
ings, umbrella, parasol or pock- 
etbook, will be obliged to pay a 
tax. On the other hand, the 
wealthy woman may, if she 
chooses, pay a thousand dollars 
for a dress without being re- 
quired to pay a tax. 

‘Besides the obvious burden 
the luxury taxes will place upon 
the public, they will also operate 
to increase the cost of desired 
merchandise because the busi- 
ss of computing and collecting 
and making returns to the Gov- 
ernment for the taxes collected 
will prove so difficult that some 
merchants figure the cost 
of collection will be almost as 
great as the tax itself. Ulti- 
mately this too must be paid by 
the public in the form of a high- 
er cost of distribution. 

“Many customers of some 
the leading stores are 
sign petitions expressing 
opposition to the luxury taxes. 
These petitions, which may be 
signed at any of ‘the larger 
stores, will be forwarded in a 
few days to the proper officials 
of Congress in the attempt to 
demonstrate to our lawmakers 
how unpopular these arbitrary 
luxury taxes are certain to be in 
the eves of the consuming pub- 
lic.”

Coins Used Over and Over. 

The practical certainty that 
coins will be accepted and at 
put back in the box 
made the practice of the deception 
easy and to have made it unneces- 
sary for conductors to carry a very 
large supply of the mutilated coins. 
After the coins go through the box 
they fall into a till which a con- 
ductor at all times has access and he 
can use the altered dimes and nick- 
els over and over in making change 
If he can contrive to have 10 of the 
enlarged dimes or twenty of the 
diminished nickels go through 
box in a day he adds $1.20 to his 
income and still has his working cap- 
ital of off-size_ money.

street with both legs cut off. 

Police advanced the theory that 
Gogel, upon reaching Olive street. 
had probably sighted a car making 
the Twelfth street loop and waiting. 
facing north at Thirteenth street, to 
‘proceed west on Olive street. They 
say he apparently started to run for 
this car and was cut off by the east- 
bound car, running directly into the 
trailer. Motorman Linwood said he 
did not see Gogel.
